River with a gash across his head. In his 
inner vest pocket he never carried less than 
$2,000 and sometimes as much as $4,000. With 


individual variations, every man in Peoria, 


and for tha} matter in Wesley City and 
Pekin, is telling the story today. The Ger- 
mans are aroused. The other nationalities | 
are intensely sympathetic. 

From a hundred lips the story of Jung- 
haus’ visit to America was heard. His wife 
had died a yearago, and his home in Leum- 
nitz, near Leipsie had become desolate for 
bim. His son Carl, who had succeeded to 
his prosperous business, had after much 
persuasion induced -him to travel. He left 
Leumnitz in July last year. Half of Au- 
gust he spent n New York, half in Chicago.

SPENT HIS MONEY LAVISHLY. 

“In three months, said Johann Daviess, 
another countryman who seconded Mr. 
Schwalm’s welcome, “he spent $500 at the 
Washington Hotel dar. Thig, notwithstand- 
ing he was absent half the time traveling 
over the country.” 

He threw 610 bills around as if they were 
leaves,” added Mr. Schwalm. He kept a big 
pocketbook full of cnange in his right panta- 
loons pocket. When this was exhausted he 
would run his hand into his left inside vest 
pocket and pull outa huge roll of bills, which 
he kept spread at füll length between two 
pieces of stiff paper. More 5100 bills than 
$10’s would show as he ran his thumb and 
fiager ever the corners in search of one he 
could change.

His Uncie, Hides the Médy, Disarm: 
Suspicion, Confesses at the Grave, Is 


Chicago, He Is Arrested, Confesses His 
Gullt, and Tells Al About His Crime. 

A self-confessed murderer, but 20 years 
old, was locked up last night at the Thirty- 
fifth Street Station for a crime committed in 
‘he summer of 1887. For no other reason 
than a mysterious prompting of the heart the 
boy had killed nis uncle on a farm in Minne- 
sota, had thrown the body into a river, and, 
though suspected of the murder, had been 
able to allay suspicion. But his religious 
training resulted in a confession, for at the 
grave, in the presence of his dead uncle and 
the cross of the Catholic Church, he broke 
down and told the truth. He was locked up 
in jail, but escaped, and after roaming 
through the Western States for two years 
came to Chicago, where he was recognized 
by a Minnesota acquaintance, who informed 
the police, 

The boy’s name is Joseph Chwialkowski. 
He lived before he came to this country, four 
years ago, in Kruswitz, Poland, with nis 
mother and sister. The family, including u 
married sister, came to Amé@rica and took up 
their residence in Bloomington, Lil. Joseph's 
uncle, George Tomtezk, who had a farm 
seven miles from Stevens, Marshall County, . 
Minn,, offered the mother and son a home, 
and they moved there. 

HE QUARRELS WITH HIS BENEVACTOR. 

Joseph was then 17 years old, and was put 
to work upon the farm. He proved.a good 
assistant to the old farmer, but was some- 
what inclined to run around with other 
boys, This was objectionable to the uncle, 
and the boy was spoken o several times 
about it. Once after the boy had staid out 
late the uncle gave the boy so severe a lect- 
ure that the youngster was prompted to 
strike Bis employer with a spade, cutting his 
arm. 

ue boy’s mother begged him to remember 
how good his uncle had deen to them, und 
her pleading with him led him to apologize to 
Tomtezk for his conduct. The former for- 
gave him and the two shook hands. Ever 
after they were apparently the best of 
friends. The boy says; however, that after 
that first fight, though he tried to be a duti- 
ful nephew, and though his uncle was good 
and kind to him, there was a feeling in his 
heart which urged him to kill his 
relative. He tried to shake this feel- 
ing off, but he says it was impossible. 
It haunted him continually. tie had been in 
the habit of taking a double-barreled shot- 
gun into the field for the purpose of killing 
deer. While at work he Would often think 
of shooting his uncle, and finally the feeling 
became so strong that he molded’ a bullet to 
fit the shotgun.

C. V. Henkel Steals from His Employers 
and Deserts His Wife and Children. 

C. V. Henkel, a bookkeeper for the Globe

amount of the company’s money, but while 
the factof the embezziement is well estab- 
lishea no reason therefor has presented itself 
either to the company officers or to Henkel’s 
friends.

riors and was trusted implicitiy, To him

Last Wednesday Henkel left the office dur- 
ing the day and jailed to return. Thursaay 
W. A. Toles, the manager, received a letter 
from him, postmarked Chicago, in which he 
said be was about to leave the city and ac- 
knowledging that he bad for some time been 
stealing from the firm. 

“] was thunderstruck,” said Mr. Toles. 
Aman was never more fully trusted by 
his empioyers. The reason he ieft when hedid 
was because we were just entering upon our 
annual examination of the books, and he 
knew his svealings would be discovered. 
How much he has taken Icannot say. Tue 
examination of the books will take 
about three weeks. His tacuilities for steai- 
ing were not great. He may have taken 
$2,000, but not more. A year ago his books 
Were all right. 

His method was simple. He abstracted 
part of the money on the way to the bank to 
make the daily deposits. Sometimes he had 
the money placed to his own personal ac 
count. The day he left he drew his balance 
atthe bank. He got away with alump sum 
of about 6500, as near as I can make out. He 
emptied the cash drawer before he left. 

“I know Henkel’s habits were exemplary. 
He had a most interesting family, a young 
wife and two children, and nis whole 
lime was spent at the office and 
at his home in Montrose. His salary was 
large for a man in his position and ample for 
all bis wagts. I have been unable to dis- 
cover any n for his stealing. Although 
we have an . where he went, we are not 
certain of his present whereabouts. I think 
he will repent and return before long.“ 

Itis said that he left bis family at Mont- 
rose in destitute circumstances. The young- 
est child, a girl six months old, died Sunday 
night. Mrs. Henkel does not know of her 
husband’s crime. She thinks be has gone to 
visit relatives in the East. It is possible he 
may really have gone there in the hope of 
raising the money to settie with the com- 
pany. The officers of tbe company have 
taken every precaution to suppress the story 
on account of the young wife. 

The company is a large and wealthy stock 
corporation and its business will be in no 
wise affected by the embezzlement. 

Henkel is about 27 years old, of medium 
height, with dark eyes, sight figure, light 
hair, and smoothiy-shaven face. He dresses 
well and has engaging manners.

nue Property-Owners Appear Before 
the Streets and Allers Committee—The 

Cottage System for Insane Approved. 
The Council last evening took up the sewer- 


ing that allsewers be paid 


for by special assessment, except the sewers 
across street intersectiogs, as well as the 
mannoles, catchbasins, and connections, 
these to be provided for by geneial taxation. 

The Mayor, in introducing the ordinance, 
said it was notin the power of the city to 
meet the demands of the people in this regard, 
the Finance Committee being obliged to cut 
down the moderate estimate for the general 
appropriation nearly $2,800,000. There were, 
he said, some inequitable provisions in the 
ordinance originally reported, ana Ald. Cul- 
lerton had introduced an ordinance which 
Was an improvement. This was that all 
sewers up to twelve-inch bore be built by 
special assessment, all sewers of larger 
capacity to be built by general taxauon. The 
Finance Committee, however, had, in his 
opinion, agreed og an ordinance which was 
even more equitable, and which provided 
that special assessment for sewers be limited 
to the annexed districts. The reading clerk 
then read the new ordinance, which was as 


follows: 
IN THE NEW WARDS. 

WHEREAS, By the n of the State 
Constitution the City of Chicago is limited in tne 
amount of tax to be levied annually upon the 
assessed value of the property within the cor- 
porate limits; and . 

WHEREAS, Said sum in the aggregate falls far 
short of the actual needs and requirements for 
muoicipal purposes; and 

W HEREAS, e annexation of a large area of 
territory creates a demand and necessity for ex- 
tensive public improvements greatly in excess of 
the present enlarged city’s resources; and 

HEREAS, Adequate drainage ana suitable 
sanitary conditions are of the highest importance 
to the people. a branch of public work which, 
under the laws and ordinances of the. City of 
Lake View, Town of Lake, Hyde Park, Jeffer- 
son, and Cicero, constituting the said annexed 
territory, was carried on and paid for by special 
assessment levied upen the property benefited; 
now, therefore, and to the end that the localities 
referred to may enjoy the advantages of prompt 
sanitary improvements as heretofore, be it or- 
dained by the City Council of the City of Chi- 

0: 
ec. 1. The cost and expense of all public sew- 
ers and adjuncts thereto which may be con- 
structed by order of the City Council in the 
Twenty-fifth, Twenty-sixth, Twenty-seventh, 
Twenty-eighth, Twenty-nintb, Thirtieth, Thirty- 
first, Thirty-second, Thirty-thirad, and Thirty- 
fourth Wards of the City of Chicago, as now 
designated and defined, shall be assessed upon 
the property benefited thereby in the manner 
and form provided by law. 

Sec. 2. Where sewers are constructed and 
paid for pursuant to the provisions of the ordi- 
nance the propert™ assessed shall be entitled 
to a rebate to the amount of the difference be- 
tween the sum assessed and the actual cost, and 
in addition thereto shall be entitled to a rebate 
of the full amount of any geueral or special tax 
levied on the property by Virtue of any previous 
law or ordinance expressly for construction of 
sewers, said last-named rebate to be made on 
the special assessment warrant. 

Sec. 8. The repairs and maintenance of all 
sewers constructed as herein provided shall be 
paid for from the general tax levy. 

Sec. 4. This ordinance shall be in force fröm 
and after the passage. 

Sec. 5. All ordinances contrary to or incon- 
sistent herewith are hereby repealed. 

Accompanying the ordinance was an opin- 
ion from the Law Department declaring the 
measure legal in all its provisions. Ald. Cul- 
lerton moved that the ordinance be substi- 
tuted for that reported hy the Finance Com- 
mittee in January. Aid. O'Neill opposed the 
ordinance. The annexed districts were, in 
his opinion, a part of che city, and the Coun- 
cil could not makg a law by which a part of 
it will be set aside to receive a rebate. It 
was the duty of the Council, he said, to make 
its laws as general as possible, to deal equita- 
bly by all the wards within the corporate

WHAT JEFFERSON BROUGHT IN. 

“The gentieman has said he comes before 
this Council modestly,” said Dixon. Let 
me ask what this Jefferson ward brought 
into tne city of Chicago when it was an- 
nexed. It brought in an old fire-engine that 
we gave it years ago, 20d an old spavined 
horse. But more than that, it brought in 
the rest of her sewerage appropriations, which 
it turned over to our general sewerage 
fund. Ald. Fonda has been before the Sewer- 
age and Finance Committee, and he asks that 
Belmont avenue in his ward be sewered at a 
cost of $128,000; ne asks that Fullerton ave- 
nue be sewered at a cost of $78,000; and 
Graceland avenue at a cost of $125,000.

The blatherskite also says:: My heart 
aches for what we can prove to be the un- 
necessary poverty of millions,“ and he 
loathes a “system that forces men into idle- 
ness.” If instead of wasting time in telling 
how his “heart aches”? Orchardson would 
preach to mep economy and the folly of get- 
te drunk, of wasting their earnings in 
liquor and on cards, and of loafing aud 
malingering, and would beg them to make the 
best use they can of their time, and their 
skill, and their money, be would, if his teach- 
ings were heeded, find httie “ unnecessary 
poverty” leftin the community.

STILL SNARLING OVER ITS DEFEAT. 

It is generally the case that when two men 
bave had a fair and square fight and one of 
them has been knocked out to his full satis- 
faction that he accepts his licking with what 
grace he may. If he cannot laugh it off he at 
least refrains from going around baring his 
bruises and asking sympathy for them. If 
he whines, talks of foul play, and makes 
faces from a safe distance at the man who 
“bested” him he ia usually given no pity 
and is looked on as a small potato. 

It is sad to see the New York World in this 
face-making and snarling business. No yal- 
ler dog which has been given a kick and a 
curse by a sturdy Western farmer could be 
more persistent and malevolent in its snaris. 
It yelps out this: : 

No World’s Fair bill should pass Congress 
which does not 6 — 4 * provide that the Na- 
tion shall not be involved in one dollar's expense 
beyond what is appropriated for its own build 
and exhibit. New York and Chicago both ask 
for the Pair on these terms. The successful city 
must be held to its offer. Togo abead on irre- 

sponsible 1 would mevitably result 


in an appeal to Congress within less than six 
months to indorse Chicago’s bonds or to make an 


appropriation outright save the Nation's 
honor.” 


“Whatever irresponsible assurances” have 
been made have come from New York 
and not this city. Had New York gotten the 
Fair only afew months would have passed 
by before it would be clamoring for a big 
appropriation out of the National Treasury, 
and threatening to give up the whole busi- 
ness if it did not get it. The irresponsible 
assurances” of this city have satisfied its 
enemies in Congress and the business-men 
who have seats there. They are convinced 
that Chicago has certainly ten millions. They 
have no such confidence af’ to New York. 
They know that tnere is a rumored five mill- 
ion subscription, which nobody of the stand- 
ing of Mr. Lyman J. Gage has vouched for 
as collectible. They know that every dollar 
of that fund would be expended in condemn- 
ing land for the Fair; in paying rents on the 
seized lots for three years; in tearing down 
hundreds of buildings, filling up hundreds 
of gullies and excavations, and blasting 
down granite hills. By the time the site was 
procured and leveled and made fit to erect 
Fair buildings on every cent of the five mill- 
ions would have evaporated—and a good 
deal more. 

They know that the ten millions additional 
that New-Yorkers brag of is in the form of a 
mortgage on the city, the constitutionality of 
which is denied by able New York lawyers 
and will be fought for years in the courts, 
If the city had it in cash, and it were avail- 
able for Fair purposes, they know that it 
would cost much more to doa given amount 
of building there than here; that, thanks to 
greater bonesty and greater natural advan- 
tages, such as the presence of the largest 
steel miils in this city, two dollars here will 
do as much as three in New Lorx. 

New York, with its immense financial re 
sources, might have raised four times more 
money than it has done. It would had its re- 
sponsible men really wished the Fair. But 
there was no strong desire for it among 
those who pay the taxes. It was limited to 
speculators, hack-drivers, boarding-house 
keepers, Tammanyites, the Central road (the 
only one which enters the city), and two or 
three papers which hoped the Fair would 
bring them more advertisipg and subscrip- 
tions and make the problem of meeting 
* mortgages an easier one. 


“THE WORM OF THE STILL.” 

The New York Bulletin thinks the Whisky 
Trust 1s entitled to the distinction of leaving 
its companion organizations far in the rear in 
the matter of capitalization. Lead was cap- 
italized at about five times its actual value, 
and sugar at three or four, while in the case 
of whisky the basis is ten to one, and it is 
proposed to still further increase it when the 
concern is incorporated under the laws of 
this State as “The Distilling and Cattle- 
Feeding company.” The Bulletin is reliably 
informed that the aggregated plants could be 
replaced for about $3,000,000, while the new 
capital is to be $35,000,000, all of which is 
presumably to be unloaded on the dear 
public. 

One fact seems to have been ignored by 
the Bulletin. It is that the managers of the 
trust in whisky are believed to havea cash 
fund of about $8,000,000, probably subscribed 
by the members as a guarantee of good faita 


in carrying out their mutual agreement. 


This sum may fairly be taken into the ac- 
count in footing up the selling value of the 
concern, though it is by no means certain 
that an outside holder of the trust certifi- 
cates was intended to have any part or lot 
in that matter. How it will be under the re- 
organization has yet to be wold. But even 
when this is included it is difficult to see 
where a profit can come in from buying the 
shares on the new basis. The Whisky 
Trust is reported to have sold last 
year about 38,000,000 gallons of proot spirit, 
bemg 80 per cent of the entire production 
north of the Onio River. It can be 
figured out that, making a allow- 
ance for the cost of maintaining eighty-one 
houses, most of them in idleness, and paying 
for material and its handlimg sufficient to 
turn out 40,000,000 gallons per year, it would 
de necessary to sell the product at an ad-

DEMOCRATIC GERRYMANDEER LW OHIO. 

The boast once made in Indiana that the 
State had been so gerrymandered that the 
Democrats could retain contro! notwithstand- 
ing a popular majority~f 15,000 against them 


rymandering the State in different ways 
were recently presented to the Legislature 
and aftercareful study the Democrats se- 
lected one which it is believed will give them 
Jifteen out of twenty-one Congressional dis- 
tricts in Con even if the Republicans 
should have 400 majority over them on the 
popular vote. The Ohio Democrats are not 
partial to half-way measures or policies but 


propose to do everything in their power to 


keep themselves in place and to that end 


to rule. 

The Price Redistricting bill will have the 
effect of reversing the party representation 
of Ohio in Congress by giving the Demo- 
crats the number of Congressmen the Repub- 
licans got in 1880 on a popular majority of 
20,000, even though the State goes heavily 
Republican in 1890. To accomplish this it 
was necessary to make a number of “ shoe- 
string districts” in the interior of the State 
and bunch the heavy Republican counties in 


the Western Reserve and along the Ohio and 


Miami Rivers into large districts, mapping 
out Congressional districts so as to make Re- 
publican majorities as large as possible, run- 
ning from, 6,000 to 12,000 each, and Demo- 
cratic majorities no greater than was abso- 
lutely necessary. (Some fifteen or sixteen 
Republican counties were also swamped in 
Democratic districts.) The vote stealers 
have arranged it. so they shall have three- 
fourths of the Congressmen in a State which 
theyjhave been able to carry but three times 
m fifteen years, and then only by small 
pluralities. The Ohio Democrats pretend 
that this gerrymander is based on the 


Campbell for Governor, while the Repub- 
licans got the remaining offices on the State 
ticket except Governor. Lampson, the Re- 
publican candidate for Laeutenant-Governor, 

was elected, and so were all the Republiic- 
an candidates except Foraker. A fair ap 
portionment on the average of the vote for 
five or six years past might have cost the 
Republicans the loss of one district, but by 
the outrageous gerrymander just com- 
pleted they will be robbed of seven to nine 
seats. Among the districts gerrymandered so 
as to make them Democratic are those now 
represented by McKinley and Butterworth. 
Several Democratic members of the Lezgis- 
lature protested privately against this 
scoundrelly gerrymander on the ground that 
it would be apt to react against them next 
fall, but when it came to the vote they were 
whipped into line and made to help put the 
bili through. There seems, however, to be a 
pretty strong reaction just now among the 


| people against abusive policies and methods 


which subvert the principle of majority rule 
and give unfair power to minorities, Fil- 
ipustering has been suppressed in Congress, 
and it only needs proper action by the peo- 
pie to do away with gerrymandering in State 
Legisiatures and make vote stealing un- 
tashionable. 


A CURRENCY BASED ON LAND 
GAGES, 

Senator Stanford of California approves 
the wild proposition that the Government 
shall go into the business of loan ug money 
on land mortgages at 1 or 2 per cent. Mr. 
Stanford acquired his colossal fortune in Pa- 
cific railroad enterprises ‘and car appreciate 
the beneficial results when the Government 
advances money which it never gets back 
and favored individuals grow rich. He would 
Uke to see this policy made general, and he 
will introduce a bill in the Senate requir- 
ing the Government to advance money to 
any one offering good real-estate securiiy. 
Thousands of millions of money will be 
wanted on those terms. This, of course, will 
involve printing tons of greenbacks or some 
other kind of paper money. It is generally 
conceded that the surplus now in the Treasury 
will not outlast this Congress, and the pros- 
pects are that with the huge appropriations 
determined on for pensions and hundreds of 
public-building grabs there may be a deficit 
before the end of this year.. When towns 
like Sait Lake City, with not over 40,000 pop- 
ulation, demand post-offices costing $1,000,000, 
other places must have equaliy liberal treat- 
ment in proportion to size. Chicago, for in- 
stance, with 1,100,000 inhabitants, would be 
entided to a public building to cost $30,000,000 
if she is to receive a 66 share of 
the + pork.“

THE TROUBLE WITH THE FARMERS, 

Discussing the deciine in the prices of 
farm land in the East the New Lork Tribune 
approves the deslaration that “farm prod- 
ucts have not advanced in value nor have the 
resources of science been employed to multi- 
ply the productiveness per acre or per hand 
as in other industries.“ While new methods 
and the substitution of machinery tor hand 
labor nave had a great effect on agriculture, 
the most remarkable change in the Jast quar- 
ter of a century has been 1n the extension of 


| transportation facilities and cheapen ing of 


the cost of the service, so as to bring great 
tracts of country within reach of markets 
and available for farming. Increased pro- 
duction has cheapened the price of every- 
thing the farmer has to sell, and unfortunate- 
ly he finds no corresponding reducuon in the 
cost of what he has to buy. 

Before the introduction of railroads it used 
to be said that about every city there was a 
series of zones, in each of which certain agri- 
culturgl products could be produced to ad- 
vantage. In the first zope, or one nearest the 
market, garden vegetables, fruit, milk, and 
other products which would not bear long 
transportation were placed, while potatoes, 
carrots, etc., were in the second zone, wood 
in the third, and the more distant zones were 
devoted to cereal productions and animals. 
Yet, as a rule, even grain and meat products 
could not be raised at a profit more than fifty 
miles from a market, and hence land ata 
greater distance than that, and away from a 
water route, had little value for agricultural 
purposes. The railroad, however, made 
& tearm five hundred miles from 
the market as valuable practically as 
the one but fifty miles distant, and the 
products of the two were put into direct com- 
petition, So, too, with farms even a thou- 
sand or fifteen hundred miles apart. The 
effect of the railroad on agriculture was al- 
most revolutionary, but was not seen in its 
full force and scope until in the last twenty- 
five years in the United States. In that pe- 
riod, or since the close of the war in 1865, the 
railroad mileage of the United States has 
leaped from 85,000 miles to over 160,000 miles, 
or nearly five-fold, and by such extensions 
tens of millions ot acres of rich land previ- 
ously unavailable were brought within reach 
of markets and added to the cultivated do- 
main. Rapid railroad extension year by year 
made farming possible over a vastiy enlarged 
scope of territory, and in consequence there 
was an annual increase of tood products far 
beyond the ability of the country to consume. 
The surpius breadstuffs shipped abroad in 
1860 were valued at $24,000, but in 1880 the 
surpius finding Vent in foreign markets 
amounted to $288,000,000. The shipments 
of meats rose from a valuation - of 
$16,000,000 in 1866 to $127,000,000. Such an 
enormously increased production of food 
products can mean only low prices in the ab- 
sence of crpp failures or some like disasters 
in other agricultural countries.’ 

Since the depressed prices which the 
farmer now gets are likely to prevail for an 
indefinite period it may well be asked what 
can be done to improve his situation. Since 
unrestrained competition and a steady in- 
crease of production result ina large sur- 
plus which must be sold abroad Congress 
cannot legislate to secure better prices for 
what the farmers have to sell, aithough it 
can do much to reduce the cost of the goods 
and wares they are compelled to buy. It can 
protect the farmers from the rapacious trust 
combines. It can legislate so they need not 
pay monopoly prices for sugar, woolen cloth- 
ing, blankets, furniture, glass, paints, nails, 
binding twine, tools, and implements. Con- 
gress cannot increase the price of ag- 
ricultural products, nor protect farmers 
from severe competition in their industry, 
but it may justly take something from the 
artifical gains of excessively protected indus- 
tries in order to cheapen living to the largest, 
most laborious, and most deserving class of 
the population, and the one on whose well- 
beiag National prosperity most depends. 
Especially may Congress legislate to make 
manufactured goods cheap enough so the 
farmers can buy them, when such a policy is 
tavored by the workmen in the favored in- 
dustries, who persistently declare that they 


get no higher wages, because their bosses 


have two profits, than if they had only one, 
and in consequence are dene voting the 
tree-trade pe ems 


FRENCH conauEsTs IN WESTERN AFRICA. 
The pending war between France and 
Dahomey is only one phase of the rapid ex- 
tent of French conquest along the west coast 
of Africa. Pra@ticaliy this is the only sec- 
tion of the Dark Continent left where there 
are opportunities for her to obtain territory. 
The eastern coast is already preémpted and 
some parts of it permanently occupied by 
Itaty, Portugal, and England. Great Britain 
holds Egypt and ia likely to do so for a long 
ume to come. The southern extremity and 
nearly all of the west coast sonth of the 
equator are divided between Great Britain 
and Germany. On the north shore France 
retains her old colony of Algeria and has a 
suzerainty over Tunis. The only section 
left for conquest lies between the Great 
Desert and the equator along the coast. 
Along this line France has been rapidly 
advancing during the last five years. In- 
deed, five years ago her only colony souti. of 
the desert was Senegal, but since that time 
she has steadily progressed towards the 
south. Gen. Faidherbe added colony after 
colony until the line of French acquisition 
was along the River Niger. Still ‘later the 
explorer, Capt. Binger, with a fleet of small 
steamers has voyaged down the Niger, mak- 
ing treaties with native chiefs, by which 
protectorates have been secured and obtain- 
img possession in other cases by force of 
arms, until now French authority has been 
extended from the Senegal River to the 
ivory coast, making, with the exception of 
the narrow strips of Sierra Leone and L. 
beria, a continuous area of French territory.

On the last ballot taken to determine the 
site of the Fair Louisiana gave Chicago one 
vote—which was not needed, The other 
Louisiana votes went to other cities. It is 
probable that if the proposition should be 
made that the National Government advauce 
a portion of the expenses of the Fair to be 
heid in Chicago every Louisianian would 
vote against it, and that the members for 
the States surrounding that one would near- 
ly all do the same thing. 

Gratitude for favors received is a virtue 
but little known in the Gulf States. When in 
1884 Louisiana asked for Federal aid for the 
Cotton Fair which. was to be held at New 
Orleans to exhibit the special products of 
those regions which find their market at the 
“Crescent City’’—Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Arkansas, and Westera Tennessee—Congréas 
gave in three doses $1,685,000, knowing well 
that not a centof it wouid ever be seen again. 
These are the Illinois representatives who 
voted for tne bills. There was but one nega- 
tive vote. The first four were Chicago mem- 
bers:

SHORTS WERE SQUEEZED. 


Parchases to Cover Produce a Big Ad- 
vance in Reading. 

New Yorn, March 10.—[Special.]—What 
was practically a corner in Reading this 
morning caused the first ripple of excite- 
ment wuich the Stock Exchange bas wit- 


messed for many days. The first sale of the 


stock at 38%, a naif-point higher than Satur- 
day's close, had hardly been made when it 
was evident that somebody was short of 
Reading and obliged to purchase to cover. 
Heavy orders to buy Reading were piled in 
so rapidly that trading in other lines was 
practically suspended for a time, and the 
Reading crowd became the center of inter- 
est. Within the first few minutes the price 
rose to AIX, and during the first hour 
of business 86,000 shares of Read- 
ing were dealt in. Meantime 80 
great was the demand for the stock 
for immediate delivery that while it was sell- 
ing for 40 regular, cash stock was fetching 
2% points more, and the borrowing rate of 
the Reading certificates went up at one time 
to 24¢ per cent. Later in the day, when the 
firm of brokers who are said to have been 
short of the stock had covered their con- 
tracts, the pressure loosened, and in the af- 
ternoon the price went off a little, closing at 
39% regular, a net advance of 1 since Sat- 
urday. 

Out of a total day’s business in all stocks 
aggregating 391, shares Reading sold, 
regular, 198,270 and 68,420 cash, 266,690 in all. 

Aside from Reading the rest of the market 
was rather strong in its tendency. 

The granger stocks are all still oversold to 
some extent, and, now that tue latest and 
most trustworthy information is that the 
Chicago roads are all likely to come into the 
new Inter-State association, the prospects 
are that there will have to be a covering of 
shorts in those before long, which will ad- 
vance their prices more than the same thing 
has done in Reading. The monetary situa- 
tion is the most serious obstacle to an ad- 
vance in the stock market, and while there 
may not be any very decided easier condition 
of money before the first week of April 
therean scarcely be any closer money mar- 
ket between now and then unless made so 
artificially. All things considered the 
chances are largely in favor of higher prices 
yet in March than in February. 


The Last Half-Hour Was Lively.

Like an old painting softened by time is 
Booth's Shylock. The colors have been sub- 
dued; even the outlines have been gimmed ; 
there are hints init of obscure distances, 
and like all antiques it is rion in its sugges- 
tions of the past. This is the Shylock of 
tradition that has come down from the days 
of Macklin—a Shylock which when Edwin 
Booth leaves the stage will have no repre- 
sentative either ia this country or England. 
It is not only mellowed dy time; but 
it is modified by an actor who 
would like to feel himself in harmony 
with this rnatter-of-fact age, which is so im- 
patient of heroics, and of the violent expres- 
sion of severe emotions. It is dignifiea, it is 
reposeful, it is impressive, but in it the fires 
of ion burn low. 3 

soul always lives in a picture, no mat- 
ter how the colors have faded; but in the 
living pictures of the stage the clouding 
effects of time are not only material but aiso 
Spiritual. For what is reminiscent in it, and 
for what is reverential in oneself, Booth's 
Shylock must still receive the tribute of one’s 
admiration; but that admiration must be 
qualified by the regret that it has lost much 
of its intensity and imaginative tervor. 

By way of record rather than of compari- 
son it may be said that this generation bas 
seen bortrayals of Shylock that departea 
from tradition—one was the poetical concep- 
won of Irving, the other the acutely realistic 
and facial impersonation of Possart. Both 
of these appeal strongly to contemporaneous 
thought and sympathy, and both bave been 
described in these columns with a desire to 
do justice to their divergent merits, 

But one may wonder, while admiring both, 
whether either will stand as a model for fut- 
ure generations as the Shylock now played 
by Booth has stood for nearly a century and 
a half. It is nota discredit to either if it 
does not become standard, for the world 
moves onward faster nowadays than it did 
in the last century; and just as there are 
now impersonations that have improved in 
point of insight on the Shylock of Macklin 
so the future may hold further refinements 
on the portrayals of Irving and Possart. 

After all, the interest of the fine audience 
at the Chicago Opera-House last evening 
centered in the Portia rather than in the 
Shylock, for the Jew of Mr: Booth is a 
classic, and it was in the nature .of an ex- 
periment for Mme. Modjeska to play the fair 
Lady ot Belmont. Her many admirers an- 
ticipated a treatin her Portia, and it goes 
without saying that they were not disap- 
pointed. As was to be expected, she empha- 
sized the serious side of the character. Her 
comic force was, of course, delicious, 
but not predominant. Never has one 
heard the “mercy speech” delivered 
with such sweet and winning sympathy 
asshe rende it. She did not deciaim it, 
but addressea herself to the inexorable Shy- 
lock; and when toward the end her hand fell 
pleadingly on his shoulder, the house was 
bushed to catch the exquisite pathos, and 
one could imagine that it was with an extra 
effort that the Jew steeled himself against 
yielding to the spell. 

This was the gem of the performance, this 
simple and natural treatment of a passage of 
pure poetry. As the hagtess of Belmont 
Mme. Modjeska was as gracious as in the 
trial scene she was touching. She was an 
ideal mistress of the mansion; and she made 
the spectators feel as much at homein the 
splendid scene as she didher gay Venetian 


guests. 


In conclusion, the great charm of her Por- 
tia was its =a feminine refinement— 
its tone of caste. How many clever come- 
diennes have been seen in the part who have 
forfeited one’s respect as soon as they doffed 
their trailing robes and donned the student’s 
suit. Not so with Mme. Modjeska. Her innate 
geatieness was as 3 in her masquer- 
ade as in the yellow attire which sug- 

sted the golden p for which so many 

asons sailed in quest. 

A more radiant Portia than she in the 
earlier scenes is a possibility; but one does 
not hope to see a more tender one, or a 
Portia more fully realizing Shakspeare’s 
ideal lady. | 

The scene’s investiture was ornate, being 
that prepared dy the theater for the first 
visit of the Booth-Barrett company.

Return of the Abbey-Grau Opera Company 
—Magnificent Scenery.

is one which affords great opportunities for 


spectacular effect, a fact which has had anim- 
portant bearing on its success.

Meyerbeer himself distrusted 
it and retained it for several years in his 
purtfolio, and it was not produced until a 
year after his death.

APPELLATE COURT CASES. 


DECISIONS RENDERED IN A NUMBER 
or IMPORTANT SUITS, 


An Opinion of Interest to Businese-Men and 
. Banks—Judgment Against a Railroad 
Company Sustained—The Right of Jar- 
ors to Adhere to Their View of the 
Weight of Evidence—Records of Camp 
No. 20-—Other Matters Before the 
Jad ges. 


The Appellate Court handed down opinions 
yesterday in twenty-five cases, as follows: Union 
National Bank vs. Goetz, affirmed; Baldwin vs. 
Furgeson, affirmed: Conwell vs. Irderriden, 
affirmed; Chicago City Railway Company vs. 
Blanchard affirmed; Same vs. Brady, affirmed; 
Same vs. Engel, affirmed; Same vs. Hastings, 
armed; Koch vs. National Union Building As- 
sociation, armed; Davis vs. Sexten, affirmed; 
Kraus Meyer & Stein vs. Raulston, affirmed; 
Carter vs. Troy Lumber Company, affirmed; 
Loeliner vs. Loellyer, affirmed; Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern Railway vs. Johnson, affirm- 
ed; Same vs. Ward, affirmed; Kahn vs. Kohn, 
affirmed; North Chicago Street Railroad Com- 
pany vs, Louis, affirmed; Kroemer vs. Luster, 
amrmed; Marder, Luse & Co. vs. Leary, at- 
firmed; Atkinson s. Chicago Tyre and Spring 
Works, affirmed; Commercial National Bank 
vs. Hawkins, reversed and remanded; Hansen 
vs. Lehman, affirmed; U. S. Rolling Stock Com- 
pany vs. Ohadwitk, reversed and remanded; 
Farwell vs. Wadsworth, same; Levely vs. 
Sexton, same. 

Judge Moran wrote the opinion in the case of 
the Union National Bank against John W. Goetz 
et al. John W. Goetz filed a bill against his 
partner, Louis W. Reiss, asking for a dissolution 
of partnership and the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. A receiver was appointed, and the 
Union National Bank was made a party to the 
suit On its application and given leave to file an 
answer and cross-bill. 

The cross-bill alleged that for the purpose of 
obtaining credit the firm Jan. 23, 1888, represent- 
ed that it had a stock of goods worth $114,000, and 
that its liabilities were for merchandise $8,000, and 
borrowed money $15,000. Between February and 
April, 1880, the firm borrowed in four loans $15,- 
G00 from the bank and paid back 8524. The cross- 
bill further said that this money advanced was 
obtained by false representations, and that the 
Gefendants became thereby trustees.of the cross- 
complaint. 

The money was used in purchasing goods, which 
became so mixed up with the general stock that 
u Was impossible to identify them, and the cross- 
complainant claimied it was entitled to pursue 
said trust money into the property in the receiy- 
er's hands. Demurrers to the cross-bill were 
filed by other creditors, parties to the suit, which 
the court below sustained, dismissing the cross- 
bill for want of equity. 

The 14 Court says the facts show the 
relation of debtor and creditor existing between 
the parties, and the creditor could not be per- 
mitted to change the relation to that of trustee 
and cestue qui trusz. The loan was obtained by 
false represertations. A sale of goods or a loan 
of money, though induced by fraud, vests title to 
the goods in the vendee or borrower. The trans- 
action is not void, dither at law or in equity, but 
only voidable and is tobe taken as valid until 
rescinded. The effect of a rescission is to 
restore the status quo. If the party who 
obtains the goods has disposed of them 
and has obtained money or other goods 
in their place, a rescission at law cannot oper 
ate to restore tale in the goods to the vender. 
but there may be a rescission of the contract so 
as to allow the vender to maintain an action for 
damages for the deceit or traud practiced on 
him, By analogy the same facts that will pre- 
vent the deceived party from reclaiming the 
tithe to the goods at law, will also prevent him 
in equity. Unless the goods obtained by fraud 


ean be identified in the hands of the vendee or 


the money obtained be found to be substantially 
the same, the conditions do not exist which per- 
mit tne resumption of title by the defrauded 
party and authorizé a court of equity to decree 
the restoration of the goods or money as prop- 
erty, the title to which never passed and which 
the perpetrators of the fraud held asa trustee 
for the defrauded, ‘The relief sought in this case 
is a specific lien for the amount due on the gen- 
eral assets, The decree of the court below is 
affirmed. | 
ENTITLED TO DAMAGES. 

In the case of the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern railway against Annie Ward, the ap- 
pellee, the judgment recovered against the com- 
pany in the court below was affirmed. It was a 
suit for * injuries received by Miss Ward 
at the Root street crossing of the company’s 
tracks while waiting for an inbound suburban 
train April 28. 1886. She was struck by the tender 
of an engine that was backing up. 

3 raised the point that there was 
no station at Root street, and the appellee was 
therefore a trespasser, as she was thirty-five 
feet south of Root street when struck. The 
opinion says that it was conceded that 
for twenty years the north-bound trains of 
both the Lake Shore and the Rock Isiand 
roads had stopped at Root street, and all the sub- 
urban trains were in the habit of receiving and 
discharging passengers there. The public had 
therefore @ right to assume that the railroad 
companies had issued a general and standing in- 
vitation to use the ground at Root street and so 
much adjoining thereto as was necessary and con- 
venient for the purposes of a station. 

The Troy Lumber company got a judgment 
against Antonnie E. Cartier a year ago in Judge 
Waterman's court on the ground that the com- 
pany had been defrauded through the bribery of 
estimators employed to measure lumber sold to 
Cartier by the company. In 1883 a contract was 
made for the sale of a lot of standing timber 
in Michigan for $190,000, proves the timber 
measured 50,000,000 feet. If it fell below that 
Hgure Cartier was to be credited with 83.26 per 
thousand for the amount of the deficiency. Car- 
tier finally purchased the property for $133,000, 
and the Troy company afterwards brought suit, 
alleging fraud on the part of the estimators. 

Cartier’s lawyers claimed that the court below 
erred in instructing the jury that Cartier’s 
failure to submit his books might be due to a 
fear that they would not help his case. It was 
also claimed that Judge Waterman allowed the 
lawyer for the company to make improper state 
ments in regard to a leiter written by one of the 
estimators but not jntroduced in evidence, 

Judge Moran says in his opinion that these rul- 
ings of the lower court constitute a departure 
from the primary rules of justice. The judgment 
was reversed, 

@ COERCION Of A JUROR. 

In delivering the yon of the court in the 
appeal of Arthur H. Sexton from the $1,000 judg- 
ment entered against him in the court below for 
malicious prosecution, and in favor of Loren J. 
Luriy, Judge Garnett rebuked the trial Judge for 
coerging one of the jurors. The records showed 
that after the jury had retired the members 
came beck into court for further instructions. 
when a juror said be did not think they could 
agree, because one juror obstinately refused to 
talk or listen to the other eleven who were 
against him. Then the Judge had sent the jury 
back, saying: It there is a mistrial in this case 
I shall inquire into it, and if I fing thatany juror 
has stubbornly refused to do his duty, or willfully 
tried to bring about a disugreement so as to in- 
terfere with the administration of justice, I will 
send bim to jail for contempt of court.” 

The opinion says that the verdict subsequently 
reached may be accounted for on the supposition 
that the juror understood that if he did not sur- 
render bis opinion his liberty was in danger. If 
the weight of evidence was in the pluintiff's 
favor the preponderance was not so plain that 
the most intelligent man on the jury might not 
have fairly and honestly maintained the inno- 
cence of the defendant. 

It a court were permitted to coerce one juror 
the largest minority might be treated’ likewise, 
and Judges might have different views as to the 
size of a minority whose opinion should be re- 
spected. A reform of tne jury system in this re- 
spect, if it comes at all, must come from another 
source. 

Judge Gary wrote the opinion in the case of 
the Commercial National Bank, appellants, 
against Frank P. Hawkins, appeliee, reversing 
the judgment obtained by Hawkins in the court 
below. His claim was for commission for the 
sale of the land at Highland Park to the Govern- 
ment for a military post. The court finds that 
what Hawkins did had no connection in any way 
with the sale beyond the iniappreciable and un- 
traceable extent to which he may have contrib- 
uted to intensify public sentiment as to the ex-
